further effort would br made to put it 
into effect. 
Mayor Davidson has made no 
at 
tem pt to enforce the ordinance for the 
reason he has been expecting instruc 
lions from the solicitor and council 
He. too, therefore, was led to doubt 
the validity of the m andate and in or­ 
der to keep free from any legal en 
tanglem ents has proceeded in the mat 
ter with his usual caution. 
It was as much of a surprise to the 
m ayor to learn th at the ordinance is 
valid as it was to anyone else.

reason that caused him to hold back 
until advised to take action was be- 


♦1 ause of the fact he had received in 
form ation from what he considered as 
being reliable authority that the ordi 
nance wouldn't stand in its present 
form, but would have to be repealed

According to Solicitor Gaston and

Mayor Davidson is in a quandary,, 
He feels that he should bt1 advised In 
some m anner by council before tak­ 
ing m easures to enforce the e d ict He 
declares, however, that unless council 
repeals the ordinance he will enforce 
it w hether it is valid or invalid.

reason he has been expecting instruc­ 
tions from the solicitor and council 
He, too, therefore, was led to doubt 
tile validity of the m andate and in or­ 
der to keep free from any legal en 
tanglem ents has proceeded in the m at 
tor with his usual caution. 
It was as much of a surprise to the 
m ayor to learn th a t the ordinance is 
valid aa it was to anyone else. 
One 
reason that caused him to hold back 
until advised to take action was be- 
u ause of tho fact he had received in- 
tormation from w hat he considered as 
being reliable authority that the ordi­ 
nance wouldn't stand in its present 
form, but would have to be replealed 
and another made from the 
screen 
•clause. 
According to Solicitor Gaston and 
other prominent attorneys the m ayor’s 
.advisor is entirely wrong in his conclu­ 
sion. Ex-Judge Smith was interviewed 
this morning and made the surpris­ 
ing statem ent th at the ordinance—or 
as much of it as was sustained by the 
circuit court—is absolutely legal and 
more so, in fact, than others which are 
.at present in force, for the reason that 
it has been tested in tile courts. 
Attorneys A. H. Clark and

Thompson agreed in every particular 
with Judge Smith and Solicitor Gaston,

Judge Smith said it was the m ayor’s 
■duty to put the ordinance into imme­

He says it is un­ 
necessary for council to change it in 
any m anner and th at the screen clause 
In its present form is legally construct­ 
ed. 
According to the different attorneys 
who were Interviewed the ordinance 
will hold good for the reason that the 
screen clause is entirely independent 
of the other sections which were de-- 
Hared to be Invalid, and, hence, is not 
interfered with In any m anner by any 
o ther part of the ordinance. 
Mayor Davidson is in a q u a n d a ry 
He feels that he should be advised in 
some m anner by council before tak­ 
ing m easures to enforce the edict.
